According to the census figures for 1905. the num- 
ber of women workers 16 years of age and over was 
1,065,511, having increased from 918.511 in 1900, or 16 
per cent increase. 

In 1900 the women workers were earning an aver- 
@ge of $270 apiece. In 1905 the women workers re- 
ceived an average of $291 apiece. 

But in 1900 the men workers earned an average 
wage of $477, while in 1905 the average Wage of a 
male worker had increased to $533. |
